PESHAWAR— Gulbaddin Hekmat- 
yar has denied reports that his 
party, the Hezb-e-Islami, was 
holding secret talks with the gov- 
ernment of Dr NgJibuUah or with 
Moscow to resolve the 
Afghanistan problem.

PESHAWAR, May 9: Eng. Gulba- 
din Hekmatyar, Amir (chief) of his 
own faction of Hezbe Islaml 
Afghanistan has denied his party 
ever held talks with the Soviets or 
Najib regime over future set-up of 
Afghanistan. 

He told a news conference on 
Thursday that the only talks held so 
far with the Soviets were about pos- 
sible exchange of prisoners of war. 
However, some Afghan leaders, 
reported secret contacts with 
Soviets, he said, were of little sig- 
nificance because these leaders 
were not important figures. 

Hekmatyar saw no possibility of 
a political settlement of Afghan 
issue as according to him both the 
superpowers were opposed to a 
fundamentalist or, in other words, 
Afghan Mujahideen*s government. 

He hoped that a joint command 
force of Mujahideen will be set Up 
soon. 

Hekmatyar rejected the reports 
that there had been a state of anar- 
chy in Khost following its fall and 
said it was "sheer propaganda". 
The fact, he said, was that Khost 
was being successfully governed by 
a joint Afghan body. 

He denied the report that his 
party had withheld the names of 
the Kabul troops it had arrested 
with a view to bargain them against 
its own prisoners with the Kabul 
regime. The name^, he said, were 
not disclosed because some Kabul 
officials were at large in Khost and 
were to be arrested. 

About the setback suffered by 
Mujahideen in Logar province, the 
Hezbe Islami leader' said that 
Mohammad Agha district which 
captured by Mujahideen in 1989 
had been their stronghold but 
things changed later- and Kabul 
troops attacked the mujahideen 
and occupied the posts. .

ISLAMABAD— The Bush adminis- 
t^ition is not seeking further fund- 
ing for Afghan rebels in its budget 
for the next year, the American 
media reported Sunday. 

The move, the report said, re- 
flected an increasing disillusion- 
ment in Washington with the 
Af^an Miyahideen. It also contra- 
dicts an earlier promise by Presi-^ . 
dent Bush that the United Stateli 
woidd continue to help the Afgh?alJ 
rebels as long as the Soviet Union* 
helps the regime in Kabul. 

Recent reports frofn Kabul i 
claimed that Moscow has |enl 
fresh shipments of arms and f6o9 
supplies for the regime earlier this 
month. The Americans complain 
that the Miyahideen are divided 
into several parties and groups 
most of whom fight each other 
rather thaii the enemy 

The Americans are also worried 
about certain fundamentalist 
groups among the Miyahideen, like 

Hizbe Islami of Hekmatyar, and 
fear that they want to establish an 
Iraftian style Islamic government iit 
Kabid. • 
Officials in Washington were 
also upset with strong sympathies 
for Iraq that some Miyahideen and 
Afghan refugee groups expresssed 
during the Gulf war. 
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ISLAMABAD--Miijahideen 
have launched offensives over tli^ 
neivly built posts of the regime 
forces in Jowand district, 50 Kms 
in the east of Qala-e-Naw, capital 
of Badghis Province recently says 
a Press release. 

As result, 38 villages and a 
number of posts in Almatd Dara 
area were liberated, while 18 
militiamen were killed and

Although some administration 
officials remain committed to sen- 
ding funds to the mujahideen, The 
Times' said in a front page 
dispatch: "The move reflects

The failure to include a request 
for aid for the mujahideen in the 
budget for covert programmes, 
which remains secret, may be part 
of a larger strategy by the adminis- 
tration to induce Moscow to agree 
to a timetable for a mutual cut off 
of aid to Afghanistan. According 
to American intelligence estima- 
tes, Moscow still provides between 
250 million dollars to 300 million 
dollars in weapons, food and fuel 
to the Kabul regime. 



The administration's action may 
also be aimed at forcing Congress 
to make hte first move in reque- 
sting aid for the mujahideen. Last 
week, the House Intelligence 
Committee, which includes some 
of the staunchest Congressional 
supporters of the mujahideen, 
decided to continue funding for fis-

Since former president Jimmy 
Carter approved secret aid for the 
mujahideen in 1980 in the wake of 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan, 
the United States has funneled 
substantially more than two billion 
dollars into the programme 
through the Central Intelligence 
Agency (CIA), the dispatch said. 

The withdrawal of Soviet troops 
from Afghanistan in 1989 did not 
bring an end to Soviet military and 
non-military aid to the Kabul 
regime, and President George, 
Bush has vowed to continue aiding: 
the mujahideen as long as the 
Soviets aided the Kabul govern- 
ment.

It is regretted that the unique

PKSHAWAR—The ' massive 
explosion which completely de- 
stroyed the main bazar and centre 
ot Asadabad town in Kunar pro- 
vince of Afghanistan has con- 
tradicted the claim of some of the 
liiujahideen that Asadabad was 
attacked through Scud missiles 
from Kabul. More than 300 per- 
sons were killed in the explosion. 

People travelling between 
Peshawar and Chitral via Kunar 
province touching Chaghan Sarai 
and other towns of the province 
told r/ie Nation that the explosion 
might have occurred as a result of 
feud between the three Afghah re- 
sistance organisations which are 
controlling various pockets in 
Kunar province. 

According to travellers, 
Asadabad town is infested by arms 
and ammunition and packed with 
arms dealer's shops. The main exp- 
losion was followed by secondary 
explosions and fires, destroying 
the centre of the city. About 700 
people were wounded. The Af- 
ghans, however, believe that the 
initial explosion was the result of 
a Stud missile strike from Kabul. 
But there is no conclusive evi- 
dence that a Scud had hit 
Asadabad as the debris of the Scud 
was not found. 

At present the bulk of Kunar 
province is controlled by the Sur- 
fis (Wahabis), the party of 
Maulana Jamilur Rehman, and it 
is reported that his movement was 
being funded by Saudi Arabia. But 
there are a number of other poc- 
kets which ate controlled by other 
l^roups of Mujahideen. According 
to reports Hizbe Islami of Gulba- 
din Hikmatyar is in power from 
Birkot to Jalala while the areas 
around Jalala are under the au^ 
thority of Jamiat-e-Islami of Prof. 
Burhanuddin Rabbani. The major 
areas including Asadabad, the 
provincial capital and the areas of 
Chaghan Sarai are administered 
by Jamat-ud-Dawa Ellal Quran wa 
Sunna of Jamilurrehman. All the 
three parties belonged to difife- 



rent sects of Islam and their ap;\ 
proach towards the liberation of 
Afghanistan are different, be- 
sides, the organisations of Hik- 
matyar and Prof. Rabbani have im , 
dulged in fighting a number of 
times. 

According to reports reaching 
here from across the border, the; 
places concentrated by the 
Mujahideen of the three groups 
are not considered as safe and the 
travellers between Peshawar and 
Chitral through Kun&r province 
always remained worried about 
their safety although protection is 
provided by all the parties to 
buses plying between the two 
cities of Pakistan. 

Reports of heavy .bombing by 
Kabul planes over Khost area are 
also pouring into Peshawar daily. 
The Kabul regime has launched 
widespread bombing in the east- 
ern provinces, specially Nan- 
garhar, while the regime is at- 
tempting to forestall rumoured 
military moves of Muj^ihideen 
against Jalalabad and Gardez. But 
much of the bombing has repor- 
tedly been directed at targets of 
no ihilitary significance, including 
villages and humanitarian relief 
sites both aroimd Khost and ih 
Kunar province. 

The Kabul regime has als6 
launched a major ground offeK- 
sive apparently aimed at securing 
reinforcement routes to Gardez. 
The regime armoured forced 
pushed out of Kabul and through 
heavily fortified Mujahideens* de- 
fence in Logar province to reach 
the provincial capital, Pul-e-Alam^j 

The report said that the regime 
forces had overrun substantial 
Hizb-e-lslami (Hikmatyar) forces 
including a base at Kunjak, whicli 
was housing a field hospital, ^- 
mour storage and ammunitiorl 
stocks.

Afghan mujahideen captured 
the province of Takhar some 70 
kms sotith of the Russian border 
oh Wednesday morning, after 
fierce fighting with the Najib for- 
ces in which some 5,000 armed 
militia and soldiers were also cap* 
tured. Casualities from both sides 
had not been reported. 

According to a press release the 
Afghan province had been con- 
quered by the 55th division of Kha- 
waja Ghar district under the com- 
mand of Ahmad Shah Masood. 
The mujahideen had strengthened 
their hold on Khawaja Ghar, the 
capital of Takhar province. 

The mujahideen earlier, cap- 
tured 25 outposts of Yangi Oala 
district of the same province and 
were now attacking the city which 
was the headquarters of Hakeem 
Siddiqi's militia. Fierce fighting 
was going on and further details 
are yet to pour in. 

Meanwhile, an important strate- 
gic security post of the Afghan 
communist regime at Dara-e-Pas- 
haie of Paghman district was also 
captured by the mujahideen. The 
military personnel Jjosted there 
surrendered before the mujahi- 
deen along with arms and ammuni- 
tion. 

In the meantime the Marakat-e- 
Inqilab-e-Islami Afghanistan 
(HIIA) on Wednesday reported 
that its mujahideen, led by com- 
mander Moulvi Nasrullah Man- 
soor, killed 180 Najib soldiers and 
burnt six tanks during a clash near 
Gardez, the capital of Paktia pro- 
vince. 

Commander Amir Mohammad 
Ahmadi, one of those fighting 
along with HHA mujahideen, told 
the seven communist soldiers were 
made prisoners during the fight.

WASHINGTON- A key United 
States Senator, reacting to reports 
that the Bush administration was 
considering cutting off aid to 
Afghan Mujahideen, has called for 
continued American support to the 
resistance. 

"With all our preoccupation with 
the Persian Gulf, we Tun the risk of 
developing a moral tunnel vision 
that blinds us to the tragic fate of 
another people- the Afghans- who 
have suffered more than the 
Kuwait's and the Kurds combined", 
said Senator Orrin Hatch, a mem- 
ber of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, 

In an article published in the 
Wall Street Journal newspaper he 
urged the administration to con- 
tinue aid to the Mujahideen, who 
are currently pressing on with their 
offensive against Kandhar. 

He said the US should lake steps 
to increase military pressure in the 
field while creating diplomatic in- 
centives for Moscow diplomati- 
cally to accept a just political set- 
tlement: 

- Continue aid to the resistance. 
The administration must resist the 
temptation to toss in a deal or the 
Afghan issue as a sweetener at the 
next US-Soviet summit, and 



Congress must demonstrate firm 
bipartisan support for a jusl resolu- * 
tion .of the issue. If Congress backs 
off, the Soviet will dig in. 

- Propose a transition regime and 
elections. The US should press for • 
a political settlement that replaces 
the Najibullah government with a 
transition regime, possibly headed 
by the former King, composed of 
Afghans who remained neutral in 
the war. With full powers dver 
security and military forces, the 
transitional government would 
oversee the termination of outside 
arms supplies and conduct elec- 
tions for a traditional National As- 
sembly to determine th6 country's 
future government. Since Moscow 
has an interest in stability in 
Afghanistan, we must drive home 
the point that no stability is possi- 
ble unless the Afghans are allowed 
to choose their own leaders. 

"After 12 years of war, national 
self-determination is within the 
Afghans' grasp. Unlike the 
Kuwaitis or the Kurds, the Afghans 
seek no direct US military in- 
volvernent". Hatch said. "And if 
the US stands firm and adopts the 
right strategy, we can prevail 
sooner than many might think".-

Hekmatyar rejects 
peace plan 




PESHAWAR, May 23: Reacting 
to the proposal of UN Secretary 
General, Hekmatyar said most 
of the items in his proposal are 
unrealistic and therefore unac- 
ceptable to the Afghan 
Mujahideen. 

In a statemetlt issued by the 
political office of HIA he said 
that the core of the Afghan 
problem is the Kabul regime, 
imposed by the Red Army on 
the Afghan people. This regime 
and its rulers are criminals 
\vhose hands are stained with 
the blood of 1.5 million Af- 
ghans, Hekmatyar said adding 
there could never arise the ques- 
tion of talking to the regime on 
the future of Afghanistan or its 
inclusion in the envisaged in- 
terim set-up. 

Hekmatyar contended if Na- 
zis in Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries are prosecuted 
and most of them are still lan- 
guishing in jails on charges of 
crimes against humanity, how 



the UN can propose to the Af- 
ghans to talk to those who have 
devastated Afghanistan and 
killed or wounded millions of 
people. He said these criminals 
are still engaged in pogrom of 
Afghans by using all sorts of ad- 
vanced and fatal weapons. Hek- 
matyar said that the Kabul rul- 
ers have no option but to sur- 
render and avail the amnesty 
offered to them by the 
Mujahideen. 

Engineer Hekmatyar while 
elaborating his reaction to the 
UN Secretary General's peace 
plan said that: 

a. A ceasefire in the presence 
of the Najib regime in any form 
or under any nani^ is out of 
question. I 

b. The Afghan people npt 
only reject persons, like Najib 
and Zahir Shah but they will de- 
mand their trial as well. 

c. Elections under ail imposed 
or any govt, formed by out- 



siders have no value. Elections 
can only be held under a provi- 
sional govt, acceptable io all the 
Mujahideen forces. 

d. All foreign interference in 
the afifairs of Afghanistan be 
stopped. The Soviets must cease 
their support to Najib and the 
US must renounce backing 
Najib 's rule. Afghans must be al- 
lowed to freely decide their des- 
tiny without any outside pres- 
sure or influence. If foreign in- 
terference is stopped in Af- 
ghanistan, Afghans can solve 
their problems themselves. 

Hekmatyar regretted the at- 
titude ana role of a Muslim 
country which according to him 
is paving the way for an under- 
standing between Kabul rulers 
and some weak elements calling 
.themselves Mujahideen. This 
Muslim country against the will 
of the Afghan people wants to 
form a coalition govt of the 
above two groups. — ANA

Afghan war

hf m l»^Mn (Sillf cbMidty the 
12-year-old war in Afghanistan 
grinds on almost as a Cold War af- 
terthought. Reports last 
weekend that the Soviet-backed 
regime m Kabul launched a Scud 
missile attack against a resistance- 
held town, killing more than 300 
people, created barely a ripple in 
the news as world attention re- 
mained focused on the plight of 
Kurdish refugees in and around 
Iraq. 

The seizure last month of the 
town of Khost by the US-backed 
Mnjaheddin resistance - a 'major 
event had it happened two years 
ago went largely unnoticed De- 
spite many months of talks, both 
the United States and the Soviet 
Union have failed to extricate 
themselves from what remains a 
costly thorn in their relations. The 
war in Afghanistan has left 1.5 
million dead and resulted in 5 mil- 
lion refugees, according to US es- 
timates. 

It has cost the United States $9 
billion, a sum that continues to 
grow an estimated $250 million a 
year in military aid to the Miga- 
heddin. 

The Soviets, who withdrew 
their troops in 1989, are paying 
even more: about $3.5 billion 
each year in military and econom- 
ic aid to the five-year old regime 
of t^esident Nsgibullah. Nonethe-

this month to end the Afghan con- 
flict, according to US and regional 
analysts. 

A draft of a joint statement by 
Secretary of State James Baker 
and Eduard Shevardnadze, then 
Soviet foreign minister, who met in 
Houston last December, would 
have had both countries agreeing 
simply to cut off arms, walk away 
from the conflict and let the 
Afghans resolve it, according to a 
copy obtained by The Washington 
Post. But the two sides could not 
agree on a date for the arms cutoff. 

And the Soviets then askid 
that, as part of any accord, Saudi 
Arabia and Pakistan also commit 
themselves to cutting aid to the 
rebels. Administration officials are 
now divided over how to proceed. 
Some regard the Soviet position 
on Afghanistan as having hard- 
ened, reflecting the enhanced in- 
fluence of the Soviet military over 
President Mikhail Gorbachev. 
Those officials see the fall of 
Khost as an important message to 
Moscow that Ngyibullah's hold on 
power is tenuous and that the So- 
viets must be prepared to find an 
alternative to him. 

The Soviet military's increased 
mfluence over policy in Moscow is 
seen in "some arms control and 
domestic security issues," one of- 
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ficial said, but "it is not reflected in 
the situation in Afghanistan." 
Th^e bfftci^iS'Sfe sympathetic to 
SdVi^t 'doff^i^l'il^ that Saudi and 
Pakistani arms deliveries not con- 
tinue in the event of a US-Soviet 
agreement to stop supplying the 
Afghan war. They also express un- 
derstanding for Soviet opposition 
to the possibility that the most 
radical Miyaheddih rebels could 
end up running Afghanistan. 

"The Soviet military doesn't 
want Hekmatyar in power. I don't 
either ," a senior Defense Depart- 
ment official said. Moscow recent- 
ly asked UN Secretary General 
Javier Perez de Cuellar for his help 
in resolving the conflict "by the 
end of the current year." De Cuel- 
lar's envoy for Afghanistan, Benon 
Savon, visited Moscow, Kabul and 
Islamabad trying to put together a 
list of between 30 and 100 Afghan 
leaders for an interim govern- 
ment. He also is expected to go to 
Riyadh and Teheran in a further 
effort to reach a consensus among 
the m^yor outside powers. Fbr US 
officials, a diplomatic settlement 
would be preferable to an other al- 
ternative: a congressional cutoff of 
aid. 

The Bush administration lob- 
bied hard hi Congress last year to 
preser\'e aid in the face of growing 
sentiment that much of the ratio- 
nale for US involvement had dis- 
appeared when the last Soviet 
troops left Afghanistan.

Hezb-i"Islami chief says no ceasefire 
while Najib in power; Prof Sayyaf terms 
Cuellar' s statement insulting

PESHAWAR— Hezb-i-Islami chief 
Gulbuddin Hekmatyar and the 
Afghan Interim Government (AIG) 
Prime Minister Prof Sayyaf have re- 
jected the five point formula moot- 
ed by the United Nations Secretary 
General Perez de Cuellar to resolve 
the Afghan issue. 

In a statement issued by the 
Hezb-i-Islami pplitical office, Mr 
Hekmatyar said the Afghan Mu- 
jahideen would neither talk to the 
Kabul regime nor include its mem- 
bers in an interim set-up. He coun- 
tered that "the puppet regime 
unposed by the Red Army on the 
Afghan people" must surrender 
and avail the general amnesty of- 
fered by the Miyahideen to facili- 
tate the solution of the Afghan 
problem. 

He wondered how could the 
United Nations propose to the 
Afghans to talk to those who had 
devastated Afghanistan and killed 
or wounded millions of people. He 
recalled that the Nazis were perse- 
cuted on similar charges against 
humanity 

The Hezb-i-Islami leader ruled 
out any ceasefire as long as the Na- 
jib was in power. He claimed the 
Afghans not only rejected people 
like Najih and Zahir Shah but want- 
ed their trial. He also rejected elec- 
tions staged by a government 
imposed or formed by outsiders. 

Moreoyer, he demanded an end 
to foreign interference in 
Afghanistan's affairs, including 
Moscow's continuing backing for 
Najib and Washinton's efforts to 
prolong his rule. 

Without naming Iran, Mr Hek- 
matyar regretted its present role as 
it was against the will of the 



Afghans. He accused tliis "Muslim 
country" for paving the way for an 
acconmiodation between the Kabul 
rulers and some weak elements 
calling themselves MujsJiideen. 

He said the enemies of Islam 
with the collaboration of some Is- 
lamic states wanted to prevent a 
Mujahideen-led government from 
taking power in Afghanistan. He 
felt the recent Migahideen military 
gains, which included the fall of 15 
districts, had scared their enemies 
and prompted efforts to rescue Na- 
jib. He was also critical of an AIG 
leader (reference to Mojadeddi) 
who had agreed to let Nayib head 
an interim set-up and said such a 
policy would only hiring disgrace 
to him. 

Prof Abdur Rab Rasul Sayyaf 
termed Cuellar's statement an in- 
sylt to Afghans. He argued that the 
Miyahideen and the Communists 
could not be brought under the 
same umbrella and shouldn't be 
measured by the same yardstick.

Similar efforts are being made 
to unite the seven major Afghan 
Miyahideen factions based in Pak- 
istan as well as smaller groups, in 
an effort to create a larger infor- 
mal group, for holding discus- 
sions with UN representatives 
once discussions begin to pro- 
mote a political settlement, he 



added. This was the first public 
statement by Mr Zaki since the UN 
Secretary General Perez de Cuel- 
lar announced a five point plan 
earlier this week, to promote a po- 
litical settlement in Afghanistan. 
The UN plan has come as diplo- 
matic efforts have intensified in 
recent months to promote a solu- 
tion, and a senior Pakistani official 
is due to leav^ for Moscow on 
Sunday to hold discussions with 
Soviet officials. 

Mr Zaki said that both Iran and 
Saudi Arabia assured ftill coopera- 
tion towards Pakistan's efforts to 
promote a political solution. In 
view of the presence of large num- 
bers of Afghan refugees in Iran 
(1.7 million according to mterna- 
tional estunates), the Iranian gov- 
ernment wants to see greater 
unity among Afghan Migahideen

Miyahideen 
factional clashes 
continue in Kunar

PESHAWAR— Fresh clashes are 
reported to have erupted between 
Hazb-i-Islami (Hikmatyar) and the 
Jamaatul Da'awa of Maulana 
Jamilur Rehman Miyahideen fac- 
tions in Afghanistan's Kunar 

province. 

The Mujahideen infighting, 
which began Saturday, was report- 
ed to have died down till Thursday 
afternoon, when the two sides re- 
newed fighting once again. 

Three skirmishes occurred Fri- 
day, in Khaiwa and Sargano, with 
both sides using grou^id to ground 
missiles and other heavy weapons. 

Casualty reports reaching Pe- 
shawar were conflicting. Sources 
in Kunar's bordering B^aur Agen- 
cy put the number of killed and 
wounded at dozens. Though there 
was speculation that the figures 
could be much higher. 

A spokesman for Amaraat-i-Is- 
lami in B£«aur accused Hezb-i-Isla- 
mi of restarting the fighting, but^ 

denied that there were any mgyor: 
casualties on either side. The 
spokesman said that the Hezb 
had captured some 30 members 
of Amaraat, but that these had 
been freed following an attack on 
the Hezb-i-Islami base. 

Hezb-i-Islami in Peshawar ex- 
pressed ignorance of the renewed 
fighting. It was revealed that the 
Afghan Interim Government 
(AIG) have sponsored a concilia- 
tory committee headed by Engi- 
neer Ahmed Shah. The committee 
has reached Kunar, but so far it 
has failed to enforce a ceasefire 
or reconciliation between the two > 
warring factions. 

A large number of buildings in 
Kunar's capital, Asadabad, have 
been damaged in the clashes.

Reacting to the proposal of UN 
secretary-general, Gulbadin Hek- 
matyar said most of the items in his 
proposal are unrealistic and there- 
fore unacceptable to the Afghan 
mujahideen, reports Afghan News 
Agency (ANA). 

In a statement issued by the poli- 
tical office of HIA he said that the 
core of the Afghan problem is the 
puppet regime of Kabul which has 
be«en in^posed by the red army on 
the Afghan people. Apart from 
being puppet, Soviet-installed and 
fifth columist this regime and its 
rulers are criminals whose hands 
are stained with the blood of 1.5 
million Afghans. >i 

Hekmatyar said keeping the 
above mentioned facts, there 
could never arise the question of 
talking to the regime on the future 
of Afhanistan or its inclusion in 
UN's envisaged interim setup. 

He contended if Nazis in Ger- 
many and other European count- 
ries are prosecuted and most of 
them are still languishing in jails on 
charges of crimes against huma- 
nity, how the UN can propose to 
the Afghans to talk to those who 
have devastated Aghanistan and 
killed or wounded millions of 
people. He added these criminals 
are still Engaged in pogroms of 
Afghans and kill them by all sorts 
of advanced and internationally 
banned weapons. 

He said that the regime rulers 
have one option before them to 
surrender and avail the general 
amnesty offered to them by the 
mujahideen. 

He regretted the attitude and 
role of a Muslim countrv which is

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UN food assistance to Afghan 

refugees suspended

The emergency food assistance 
to over 2.2 million Afghan refu- 
gees in the NWFP by the United 
Nations, through its World Food 
Programme (WFP), has been 
suspended since March this year, 
The Frontier Post learnt on Thurs- 
day. 

Under the emergency food 
assistance programme; executed 
by the Afghan Refugees Commis- 
sionerate (ARC), 12 kilograms of 
wheat was being supplied to each 
refugee every month. About 50 
per cent among recipients were 
children while 26.61 per cent were 
women. 

The programme was started in 
1980 and, initially, the UN provi- 
ded five food items i.e. wheat, 
sugar, dry skimmed milk, edible 
oil and tea, through the WFP for 
the refugees. 

the assistance had been conti- 
nuously decreasing due to West's 
disinterestedness in the Afghan 
conflict. By the beginning of this 
year supply of all food items except 
wheat had been discontinued. 
However, a small quantity of the 
other four items was being provi- 
ded to the refugees by other 
donors including. Union Aid and 
the United Nations High Commis- 
sion for Refugees (UNHCR), 
sources in the relief agencies told. 

"We are helpless because we 
have not received any supplies for 



the month of March, April and 
May," said an official of the ARC 
in Peshawar while explaining the 
reason for the suspension of distri- 
bution of wheat among the refu- 
gees. Explaining the supply proce- 
dure, he told that they received the 
food supplies on monthly basis, 
from the NWFP food department, 
provided by the federal govern- 
ment to it. And the WFP is com- 
mitted to supply the food meant 
for the ARC. 

He also revealed that the food 
quota of the federal government 
with the WFP had now risen to 
over 8,00,000 tons due to the slow 
pace of supply. Our monthly needs 
are 33,000 tons, he said, adding 
that the province needs some 
10Q,000 tons every month for its 
domestic consumption. He further 
told that the NWFP food depart- 
ment had expressed its inability to 
meet the ARC's requirements as it 
did not have enough stock in the 
godowns. The food department 
has only 80,000 tons for the month 
of May which was not enough for 
their own needs so they refused 
our supply and we had to suspend 
the food distribution, he explai- 
ned. 

Commenting on tile suspension 
of aid, an Afghan intellectual wor- 
king with a relief agency observed 
that it was mainly due to three rea- 
sons: firstly, the prolongation of 
the Afghan conflict which is in its 



twelfth year now; secondly the 
need to provide assistance to many 
African countries and the Kurds 
and thirdly the west's conception 
that the aid to Afghans encourages 
them to keep the fighting conti- 
nued and ignore all the chances for 
a peaceful settlement of the con- 
flict which reduces the possibilities 
of an early repatriation. 

Another Afghan national who is 
in close contact with the mujahi- 
deen and the refugees, while com- 
menting on the issue said "the 
donor agencies should not keep 
think that the refugees fled to 
Pakistan for the sake of food assist- 
ance. If they think that the suspen- 
sion of aid would force them to go 
back, they were mistaken." He 
maintained that there could be no 
repatriation before the eliminating 
of the problems which forced them 
to migrate. The stoppage of food 
assistance would only compell 
them to feed their families by hook 
or by crook which might create 
social complications for Pakistan, 
he added. 

Meanwhile, a survey of the Afg- 
han refugee camps located near 
Peshawar revealed that the 
suspension at food has caused 
hardships for the people who have 
no source of income. Because, 
only a fraction of the refugees is 
employed and many families are 
forced to eat only one meal a day.

Egyptian- 
made long-range rockets, Chinese 
sitiall-arms ammunitions, Soviet 
tank shells, unexploded land mines, 
hospital pharmacy records and 
charred school books lay strewn 
about in the hospital wreckage. 

"This is the first lesson," said « 
General Mohammad Nabi Azimi, 
commander of the Kabul garrison. 
"We have other lessons for them 
later."

ROME- The former king of 
Afghanistan has unveiled a detailed 
plan for replacing 12 years of civil 
war in his homeland with free 
elections and a parliamentary sys- 
tem. 

"It is for the Afghans to freely 
decide on our. country's future 
regime," exiled monarch Zahir 
Shah told Reuters at his villa in 
Rome, where he has lived since 
being deposed in a 1 973 coup. 

The plan drawn up by the 76- 
year-old former King, a symbol of 
legitimate authority for many 
Afghans, calls for setting up a 
committee of Mujahideen com- 
manders, politicians and other fig- 
ures who live in Afghanistan and 
abroad. 

The committee would call an 
Emergency Afghan Jirgah, or as- 
sembly of personalities, to create a 
temporary executive charged with 
making the peace and drafting a 
constitution. 

Mujahideen have been fighting 
the Kabul government since the 
Soviet Union sent troops in 1979 to 
prop up the Marxist government. 
Moscow withdrew troops a decdde 
later.

The talks were focused on six 
pbints that could eventually serve 
as the basis of an Afghan settle- 
ment. 

Mujahideen sources revealed 
that the six principles included the 
Islamic identity of Afghanistan, 
self-determination for the 
Afghans, arrangements for a tran- 
sitional government, reconstruc- 
tion of the war ravaged country 
and rehabilitation of Afghan 
refugees, and implementation of 
"negative symmetry" and cease- 
fire. 



The UN Secretary General's 
special representative had earlier 
visited Kabul and Tehran to meet 
Iranian and Afghan government 
officials, he has also held talks 
with Pakistani officials on the 
Afghan issue. 

The most tricky item on Benon 
Sevan's agenda was the transition- 
al arrangement, that would hope- 
fully lead to the establishment of a 
broad based government in 
Afghanistan.

government. Much bargaining, 
however, would have to be done to 
find non-controversial figures ac- 
ceptable to all.

Engineer Qutbuddin Helal, the 
chairman of the Political Affairs of 
HIA in a press briefing to foreign 
journalists in Peshawar made it 
clear that the stoppage of aid to the 
mujahideen was in fact a blessing 
in disguise, reports Afghan Islews 
Agency. 

He said that since the withdra- 
wal of Soviet forces from Afghani- 
stan Hezb-i-Islami had been cal- 
ling for the cessation of US-USSR 
interference in Afghanistan inclu- 
ding stopping of arms delivery to 
both the sides.

Only a negotiated settlement 
right answer to Afghan issue

ISLAMABAD — Peter Tom- 
sen, US envoy to the Peshawar- 
based Afghan Interim Govern- 
ment (AIG) is back in Pakistan 
again and is bracing himself to 
long-winding and multi-dimensio- 
nal discussions with concerned 
parties to the Afghan crisis. 

Arriving in Islamabd from Was- 
hington on Thursday he is at pre- 
sent getting "general briefing" on 
the situation prevailing here, a US 
embassy source said here on Satur- 
day. , 

The source did not clarify whet- 
her this was an internal or external 
briefing but going by the past ritual 
the briefing was internal, that is to 
say, by Afghanistan experts in the 
American embassy.

Diplomatic observers in Islam- 
bad say that this mucti stay is sure 
to enable the American envoy to 
comprehend trends towards k 
solution of the 11-year old pro- 
blem. Secretary-general Pakistan 
foreign Office Akram Zaki will be 
back from a tour of Saudi Arabia 
and Iran after getting Saudi and

Iranian views on a workable solu- 
tion to the critical problem. Riaz 
Mohammad khan, director-gene- 
ral of the Afghanistan section and 
expert on the Afghanistan pro- 
blem, will also have returned from 
Moscow after eliciting Soviet 
views on the thorny issue. 

In the opinion of these observers 
conditions relating to' Afghanistan 
have considerably changed since 
late last year when Tomsen; had 
made his last trip to this region. In 
mild words the conditions today 
are no more in favour of those who 
want the Continuation of the war 
against Kabul regime. Despite the 
euphoria prevailing in a section of 
Mujahideen ranks as also some 
Pakistani political parties due to 
Khost victory, the dominant con- 
sensus is that only a negotiated 
settlement, and not a military solu- 
tion, is the right answer to the Afg- 
han question. The entire leaders- 
hip in the Pakistan government 
want a peaceful solution. A cate- 
gorical declaration to this effect 
has again been voiced through 
Akram Zaki, who is these days 
working as a de facto foreign mini- 
ster. 

Tomsen, the observers also say, 
would surely have to do some 
plain-talking with those Mujahi- 
deen leaders and others who want 
to continue fighting 'Against Nali- 
buliah regime. Regardless of the 
fall of Khost to Mujaliideen the OS 
will stick tp its decision of not to 
finance the fighting froni next 
year; this is the message he Will 
convey to the Mujahideen leaders.

In the estimation of thesfe diplo- 
matic observers notwithstanding 
the Khost trimph, Najib continues 
to be strong and capable of defen- 
ding his regime.

PLAINEST commonsfense suggests that a country 
should try to have as few problems as is possible. And 
the ones that it has ought to be settled by the most 
straight and simple route. The way we have handled 
the Afghan problem is an absolute marvel of mind- 
lessness, even perfidy. In the first place, we shouldn't 
have had this problem at all as ours. It was a problem 
no doubt, but one which should have been tackled 
as between one superpower and the other. We got 
into the mess as the United States' cat's paw to pdll 
its chestnuts out of the Soviet' fire. And why did we 
do this patently stupid thing? For one and one rea- 
son alone: the martial law dictator saw in it his es- 
cape from nemesis. He dl*ove Pakistan into its most 
culpable misadventui^e to date. The price we haive 
had to pay, and may go on pdyihg for > lohg time 
to come, IS all due to one m^h's gtiilty conscience.

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Canada committed 
to help Afghans 
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ISLAMABAD — The Cana- 
dian high commissioner to Paki- 
stan, Manfred von Nostitz, has 
announced that Canadian govern- 
ment assistance to Afghan refu- 
gees and development was valued 
at Rs. 477 million during the cur- 
rent financial year ending March 
31, says a press release of the 
Canadian high commission. 
Canada is one of the most impor- 
tant sources of financial support 
for Afghan relief and development 
and has strongly supported UN 
agencies working for Afghans. 
Agriculture, child health care, 
training, and food relief have all 
received substantial Canadian 
support. The high commissioner 
stressed that "Despite oh-going 
civil strife in Afghanistan, and a 
difficult international environ- 
ment, Canada remains committed 
to helping Afghans build better 
lives.'* 

Canadian food aid abne is 
valued at Rs. 340 million, and this 



year Canada also provided an 
extra Rs. 60 million for emergency 
food aid in northern Afghanistan. 
In the wake of the tragic earthqua- 
kes which struck Afghanistan , in 
February, Cariada provided Rs. 
3.5 million for emergency assist- 
ance. 

Much of the Canadian assist- 
ance is t provided to small-scale 
community efforts where Afghans 
use Canadian assistance to imple- 
ment their own initiatives. These 
projects are funded through a 
special "Canada fund for Afghani- 
Stan" and include 24 projects in 
such diverse areas as irrigation, 
fruit growing, and training of 
health educators. These commu- 

glty-oriented projects are found in 
bth the Afghan refugee commu- 
tiities ill Pakistan and in ten Afg- 
llati provinces. One objective of 
this fund is to help Afghan women 
contribute .more fully to Afghan 
developmeitit through the acquisi- 
^tion of income-generating and 
t^thnical skills.

Iranian consulate

The Iranian consulate was attak- 
ked by a group of Afghan students 
in the University Town, l^fiawiff , 
on Wednesday morning. The pro- 
testing students of the Madrassah 
Umer Sani damaged the guard- 
house and pelteds stones on the 
building. 

The Madrassah which is being 
run by the Afghan Interim 
Govertt««wf m4 the students 
mainly belongs to Hizb-i-Islami 
(Hekmatyar group). The attacking 
students were about 1000 in num- 
bers. The police sources said that 
the mob attacked the Iranian con- 
sulate without any reason. 

It was learnt that the students 
protesting against the feoiFteefflit'd 
quarters since they have not recei- 
ved their stipends for the last 



couple of months. 

The reason for the attack is still 
not clear because the diplomats 
detttect to comment on it. Mewe' 
ver. it is beihg said that when the 
mob was passing through the Uni- 
versity Town chowk some shots 
were fired from the premises of the 
consulate which provoked the stu- 
dents. Later a police constable on 
gaurd confessed that he was the 
Ofte who had fired the shots in the 
air so that the angry students could 
not enter the compound of the 
consulate. This does not seem plu- 
sible because the police constables 
are not usually ordered to fire at 
random. It is likely that some sca- 
red Iranian diplomats have fired 
the shots in the airto frieghten the 
protestors. _

The cultural impact of the 
Russian invasion and the exis- 
tence of Kabul regime has been 
more disturbing than the phys- 
ical destruction. An effort has 
been made to destroy the entire 
educational system based on Is- 
lamic values, and replace it with 
Communist ideology and cul- 
ture. The policy of the foreign 
regime, in Atghanistan was 
almost the same as followed in 
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its own country; namel^, to 
eliminate Islam, its values and 
traditions. Between 1978 and 
1984, about 78 per cent of 
educational institutions werfe 
destroyed. The destruction was 
100 per cent in villages where 
education was based on Islamic 
principles. 

The changes were equally 
serious at the higher education 
level. The number of students at 
the university level was redujced 
from 14,000 to 6,000. The first 
band of Russian teachers and 
their Tajik colleagues, mostly 
interpreters was brought to Af- 
ghanistan in 1978. They in- 
troduced new subjects in the 
University of Kabul. Subjects 
like History of Islamic Civilisa- 
tion and Islamic Art were 
dropped. Newly introduced 
subjects were Historical Materi- 
alism, the Revolutionary Histo- 
ry of Workers, History of Rus- 
sia, Russian Language and New 
History of Afghanistan. 

Departments of Russians and 
Spanish Languages were set up 
and admissibn in these depart- 
ments was made compulsory. 
Almost all administrators of the 
Kabul regime were obliged to 
attend Russian language 
courses. The Students of the 
University were,urged to study 
the selected works of Marx, Le- 
nin, Castro, and other Com- 
munist writers from Eastern Eu- 
rope and Latin America. 
Hundreds of University profes- 
sors, military officers academi- 
cians, religious leaders, students, 
farmers and workers were hu- 
miliated. A great number of 
them were forced to cooperate 
with the puppet regime, or were 
asked to leave the country. 

The Afghanistah Interim 
Government is working hard to 
look after all requirements of its 



nationals. The task is very 
difficult and, because of the pau- 
city of resources, all require- 
ments are not being met satis- 
factorily. A large number of Af- 
ghan students are being educat- 
ed in Pakistani institutions. In 
addition, the Afghanistan In- 
terim Government is running its 
own educational institutions. 

In the last quarter of 1990, the 
number of such institutijNis was 
2,137, out of Which 1000 were 
in the liberated areas of Af- 
ghanistah and 1,137 in Pakistan 
and Iran. 

Jehad in Afghanistan con- 
tinues, and about 80 per cent of 
the country has been liberated. 

The Afghan Muhajreen have 
gradually started returning to 
Afghanistan*s liberated areas. A 
pilot project has been started by 
the Uhited Nations for the reset- 
tlement of 40,000 refugees 
provided congenial atmosphere 
is present inside Afghanistan. 

Tremendous resources are 
consumed for continuingjehad 
in Afghanistan, maintaining 
refugees camps in Pakistan and 
Iran and on the post-war recon- 
struction of Afgnanistan, which 
has begun at a very modest 
scale. 

Expenditure on the main- 
tenance of Afghan refugees 
camps in Pakistan is being met

NEW YORK (PPI) — The UN 
Secretary-General Perez de Cuel- 
lar appealed for an end to Afghan 
war. 

In an official statement issued at 
UN headquarters, the UN secre- 
tary-general said, "the world 
people forgot the Afghans due to 
other developments". He said his 
special envoy on Afghanistan 
affairs Benon Seven has concluded 
his wide-ranging talks with the 
kabul regime and mujahideen lea- 
ders inside and outside Afghani- 
stan. On the basis of these consul- 
tations, Cuellar according to VOA 
said, war could be stopped for a 
transitional period where a broad- 
based government can be formed 
through free elections. 

He said the United Nations 
would extend all possible help 
during the transitional period. A 
pan of Mr. Cuellar's appeal was 
read out by his spokesman, to 
journalists. The spokesman said, 
Cuellar, appealed to all the Afg- 
han leaders to keep the interests of 
the Afghan people above all other 
interests and resolve their diffe- 
rences through a political process 
and dialogue and hence put an end 
to this long and devastating war. 

The spokesman of the UN secre- 
tary-general also read out another 
part of Cuellar's appeal where in 
all the governments have been 
asked to support a political settle- 
ment of the Afghan conflict 
without foreign interference. 

Both the United States and the 
Soviet Union have agreed to the 
idea of holding free elections in 
Afghanistan. But there are diffe- 
rences between them on the issue 
of the formation of interim govern- 
ment. 



WASHINGTON- Spokesman at

PESHAWAR— Pakistani border 
guards have been alerted to check

Meanwhile, Chitrali com- 
muters who used to travel be- 
tween Chitral and rest of the 
country through Kunar were also 
facing problems.

were prohibited from entering Ku- 
nar FYiday morning, both at Nawa 
Pass and at Barikot. 

Four Wagons carrying Chi- 
tralis from Peshawar to Chitral 
had to retiirn to the Peshawar af- 
ter being turned back at Nawa 
Pass. 

Bad weather has led to cancel- 
lation of a number of IPIA Fokker

The Lowari Pass is still closed, 
thereby depriving the Chitralis of 
their only road link with rest of 
Pakistan through Dir.

PESHAWAR— Maj Gen (Retd) 
Naseerullah Babar has said that 
the former government of Pak- 
istan People's Party had no sa^ in 
formulating Pakistan's foreign 
policy towards Afghanistan during 
its 20-month rule. 

Speaking at a seminar on 
Afghanistan in Peshawar Sunday 
evening, he denied that the former

He claimed, most of the deci- 
sions concerning Afghanistan 
were taken by the two segments 
of the troika while the Opinion of 
the civilian PPP government was 
not taken into consideration. 
. He said, the PPP unlike the 
President and the armed forces, 
had always advocated a political 
solution to the Afghan problem. 

The seminar was organised by 
the Peshawar Educational Net- 
work (PEN), a non-political and 
non-partisan organisation of the 
NWFP intelligentsia. 

Besides Gen Babar, the other 
two speakers were Dr Iqbal 
Ahmad and Dr Murad Ali Shah of 
Jamaat-e-Islami. 



PEN'S coordinator Dr Zulfiqar 
Gillani introduced the speakers. 
Pakhtoonkbwa Milli Awami Party 
chairman, Mahmood Khan 
Achakzai, who was also to speak 
the seminar, was unable to attend. 

Gen Babar revealed to the 
seminar that the subsequent 
Afghan resistance and jehad was 
built on foundations laid by the 
late Zulfikar Ali Bhutto during his 
rule in the mid-1970s. 

He recalled that the PPP gov- 
ernment took people like Gul- 
baddih Hikmatyar, Yunis Khalis, 
Burhanuddin Rabbani, etc under 
its wings in a bid to pressure the 
government of Sardar Daoud in 
Afghanistan as he was creating 
problems for Pakistani 

"I told Mr Bhutto that the only 
language which Daoud would un- 
derstand is 'force'," remarked the 
retired general. 

He claimed the bomb explo- 
sions in Pakistan, especially in 
NWFF5 stopped as soon as the 
Pakistan-sponsored uprising in 
Pai\jsher valley took place. He 
said the Americans had taken the 
self-exiled Afghan leaders into its 
hands much before Gen. Ziaul 
Haq's belated decision to back the 
Miyahideen. 



He said, the war in Afghanistan 
soon became a war between the 
two superpowers. He disputed the 
idea that Midahideen's victories 
would lead to more military gains, 
arguing that the Kabul regime 
supporters would never totally 
surrender. 

Dr Iqbal Ahmad, a noted schol- 
ar, who teaches in the United 
States, felt that Pakistan's inter- 
ests would be best served by a po- 
litical settlement of the Afghan 
crisis. He argued that Islamabad's 
insistence till now on a Mu- 
jahideen military victory had cre- 
ated socio-economic problems for 
Pakistan and burdened it with 3.5 
miUion Afghan refugees, gun-run- 
ning and drugs-trafficking. 

Dr Murad Ali Shah, who is Ja- 
maat-e-Islami's thinJk-tank on 
Afghanistan, maintained that any 
Afghan solution, unacceptable to 
the MigaJhideen, would not work. 

He traced the genesis of the 
Afghan jehad and felt a military 
option remained a valid alterna- 
tive.

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Maulvi Khalis resigns 



The interior minister in the Afg- 
han interim government and chief 
of his own faction of Hezb-i-Islami 
Afghanistan, Maulvi Mohammad 
Younus Khaiis announced his resi- 
gnation from the AIG here in Pes- 
hawar on Sunday, reports Afghan 
News Agency. 

Addressing a press conference 
at his party office, he alleged that 
both the western capitalists and 
the Soviet imperialists were oppo- 
sed to the establishment of an Isla- 
mic government in Afghanistan. 
Both were striving for the imposi- 
tion of such a government in Afg- 
hanistan that could safeguard their 
interests, he added. 

He expressed concern over the 
shortcomings of the interim 
government and said that the AIG 
failed to assign the military affairs 
of mujahideen parties to the 
defence ministry. He said that 
initially al^ the component parties 
of the AIG had agreed to this pro- 
posal but later the president and 
prime minister of the interim 
government backed out and thus 
the mujahideen were unable to 
transform their force into a regular 
institution. The AlG also failed to 
register the Afghans and issue 
them uniform, identity cards, 
instead the leaders issued their 
party cards to their members, he 
added. He said that after the 
induction of the AIG it was the job 
of the interior ministry to issue 
identity cards to the Afghan 
people but the party heads opjpo- 
sed this move. 

Khaiis took a serious note of the 
AIG chief justice. Peer Syed 
Ahmad Gillani's visit to Iran alle- 
ging that during his stay in Iran last 
year he met the Kabul puppet 
Najibuliah. He further said that 
the reconstruction and informa- 
tion minister of the AIG, Prof. 
Burhanuddin Rabbani also met 
the Soviet ambassador recently.

Maulvi Younus Khaiis disclosed 
that the imperialist fortes >^ere 
intriguing foi* imposing an un-Isld- 
mic government in Afghanistan in 
the garb of an Islamic government 
and make the nation that such a 
government was established by the 
Afghans themselves. He said thit 
the valiant struggle of mujahideen 
had shown to the world that if they 
got united they would become ah 
invincible force and Afghanistan a 
centre of Islam which would pose a 
serious threat to the imperialist 
designs.

Maulvi Mohammad Younus

that in fact America never wanted 
the Afghans to determine their 
own future and that Tomson by 
such interviews wanted to deceive 
the Afghan nation. He held Tom- 
son responsible for the formation 
of commanders and tribal shooras.

grate mujahideen forces . and 
create hurdles in the establishment 
of an Islamic government in Afg- 
hanistan. 

He termed the United States 
policy on the Afghan problem as 
one of "divide and rule and was 
airlifting the commanders directly 
to use them against each other. We 
cannot believe America to be ouri 
friend," he remarked. 

Replying to a question regar- 
ding the future of the AIG, he said 
that^ if the business of the interim 
government continued at its cur- 
rent pace it would ultimately col- 
lapse because it had already lost its 
credibility.

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Cracks in AIG further wMenilig

The cracks in the now left with 
orfly five component parties, Afg- 
han interim government (AIG) is 
to widen ferther after its interior 
miiiistet", Maiilvi Mohammad 
Younu^ Khalis resigned from his 
ministerial slot in Peshawar on 
May 5. 

This interim entity of the muja- 
hideen had lost the confidence of 
the Afghan nation at the very 
initiative when it failed to fulfil its 
much talked about claims of shif- 
ting its headquarters inside Afgha- 
nistan within a period of one 
month and holding elections in the 
mujahideen-controlled areas and 
camps outside Afghanistan in a 
period of six months. 

The then foreign minister of the 
AIG, and leader of the Hezb^i- 
Islami, Engineer Gulbadin Hek- 
matyar pulled his party out of the 
AIG in August 1989 after sensing 
the constant failures of the interim 
body of mujahideen and the atti- 
tude of the American and Pakistan 
governments who masterminded 
the plan for the establishment of 
this interim set-up, but still did not 
recognise it and began to be little 



r-: it. 



A resume of the past perfor- 
mance of the AIG reveals that all 
the initiatives of the interim 
government were doomed to fail- 
ure. The AIG announced many a 
time the holding of elections in the 
mujahideen-controlled areas and 
refugee camps but could not prac- 
tically implement it. The AIG was 
inductbd ^n February 24, 1989, 
and after ^he expiry of its tenure in 
July 1989i the tenure was fuhher 
prolonged for a period of three 
months which met with the same 
fate and finally AIG President 
Sibghatullah Mujaddadi and its 
Supreme Court Chief Justice Pir 
Syed Ahmad Oillani made the 
historic announcement of holding 
elections in Afghanistan in 
November, 1989. Exhorbitant 
sums were spent on sending elec- 
tion teams into Afghanistan. 
According to the Election Com- 
mission the elections were held in a 
number of provinces in Afghani- 
stan but the results of none where 
elections were completed announ- 
ced because the results of the same 
were totally averse to the expectat- 
ions of the AIG leadership. Mem- 
bers of the Election Commission 
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supervising the election told this 
scribe that 50 persons were elected 
for the shoora in Laghman pro- 
vince out of whom 35 seats s^ere 
bagged by HIA (Hekmatyar) 
alone. Thus the AIG leaders were 
again out to denounce the process 
alleging that money influenced the 
polls. 

Out of the 28 ministries of the 
AIG 12 had started functioning in 
the posh localities, of tJniversity 
Town and Hayatabad. Staff, many 
times above than actual require- 
ments of the ministers was appoin- 
ted in these ministries among 
whom majority were of those Afg- 
hans who were living in America 
and Europe during the 10 years 
struggle of mujahideen and were 
totally unaware of the spirit of 
jihad. So hluch so that certain 
members holding American citi- 
zenship were appointed as cabinet 
members. As a result the genuine 
people, the Afghan mujahideen, 
were replaced with the westerni- 
sed Afghans which gradually wid- 
ned the gap between the mujahi- 
deen forces and the AIG, as 
Maulvi Khalis acknowledged in his 
press briefing. 

To add insult to the wounds of 
the jihad forces the Americans in 
collaboration with certain mujahi- 
deen's Pakistani friends motivated 
commanders, ulema and tribal 
chieftains to form their own shoo- 
ras. These included the nation- 
wide commanders shoora. Nort- 
hern Afghanistan commanders 
sahoora, the ulema shoora, the 
Ahmadzai tribal shoora and scores 
of others. 

Khalis in his press conference 
condemned the American envoy 
Peter Tomsen for funding these 
shooras and thus dismembering 
the Afghans. Hence the establish- 
ment of these shooras is aimed at 
safeguarding the American inter- 
ests in Afghanistan as US believed 
that the true leadership of mujahi- 
deen will never allow America to 
further her nefarious designs in the 
region. By directly funding these 
shooras of commanders and ele- 
ments in th^ir Individual capacity 
the Americans were able to disin- 
tegrate the Afghans and by-pass 
the political leadership which laid 
the foundations of Islamic move- 
ment in Afghanistan. 

It was again Americans who in 
collaboration with others took 
some commanders of NIFA and 



Started the Jalalabad operation 
without consulting any of the 
heads of political parties and thus 
succeeded in bringing forth the 
Jalalabad debacle for rtiujahideen 
which is the first scar on the face of 
mujahideen in their 12-year 
struggle against the Red Army and 
communist ideology in Afghani- 
stan.. They ndt only pitted com- 
manders against political leaders- 
hip but also created differences 
inside mujahideen ranks and com- 
manders* cadres. 

As such intrigues continued 
against the Afghan jihad, some so- 
called moderate leaders of the 
AIG were persuaded by these 
vested quarters to meet the Kabul 
ruler, Najibullah. The secret was 
brought to limelight when the AIG 
interior minister conceeded that 
Pir Syed Ahmad Gillani of NIFA 
had had a meeting with Najib in 
Geneva in November last year. 

Maulvi Mohammad Younus 
Khalis told the press that Pir Syed 
Ahmad Gillani on the one hand 
talked of Afghan jihad from the 
ranks of mujahideen while on the 
other hand he had secret deals with 
Najib. The consul of Kabul in Pes- 
hawar, Abdul Qayyum too had 
claimed having held meetings with 
Mujaddadi, Pir Syed Ahmad Gil- 
lani and Maulvi Mohammad Nabi 
Mohammadi recently. 

Though differences existed 
between the mujahideen organisa- 
tions over the Gulf war as some of 
the organisations sent a small con- 
tingent of mujahideen to join five 
laldi alien forces against Iraq while 
the three big organisations of 
Engineer Gulbadin Hekmatyar, 
Prof. Abduf Rab Rasool Sayyaf 
and Prof. Burhanuddin Rabbarii 
were opposed to the sending of 
mujahideen. This in fact raised 
Mujaddadi in Americans eye as a 
result of which American special 
envoy for mujahideen, Peter Tom- 
sen announced the halting of 
American aid for the two former 
organisations of mujahideen. But 
the fact of the matter is that Was- 
hington did not supply even a bul- 
let to any of the mujahideen orga- 
nisations in spite of her tall claims. 
The fact was revealed in a recent 
interview of Mujaddadi with the 
BBC. This too is an open secret 
that Mujaddadi partially wound up 
all the ministries of his Peshawar- 



based interim government except 
education due to financial pro- 
blems. His recent move to per- 
suade Saudi government fbr, mee- 
ting the financial needs of thfc AIG 
also failed as the Saudi govern- 
ment did not receive a green signal 
from its Washington boss in exten- 
ding financial assistance. :

The leader of Ittehad-e-Islami 
Afghanistan, Prof. Abdur Rab 
Rasul Sayyaf has reiterated the 
earlier official policy of his party, 
with regard to the solution of Afg- 
han problem and the future politi- 
cal set-up in Afghanistan. 

Addressing a seminar on Tues- 
day at Hejrat kalay, Pabbi, on "the 
current and future developments 
of Afghanistan", Sayyaf declared 
that his party did not believe in any 
secret talks with the Commiinists 
and was opposed to any cbalition 
government, with them or a so- 
called neutral government, domi- 
nated by those who fled Afghani- 
stan to the West, never participa- 
ted in the jehad and did not have 
any faith in the end goals of the 
Afghan jehad or Islamic values, 
reports ANS. 

The seminar, held at Shaheed 
Niazi Hall, was attended by senior 
Afghan mujahideen leaders, inclu- 
ding Maulvi Mohammad Younus 
Khalis, prominent political figu- 
res, mujahideen commanders and 
Afghan intellectuals. 

The massively attended seminar 
was arranged by Ittehad-e-Islami 
Afghanistan to clarify its official 
stance on the current national and 
international happenings in Afg- 
hanistan. Almost all of the promi- 
nent members of Hezb-e-Islami 
(Khalis), Hezb-e-Islami (Hekma- 
tyar) , Jamiat-e-Islami and other 
parties had been invited to the 
seminar. 

In his speech, Sayyaf dealth at 
length, with all the important 
aspects of Afghan jehad, its future 
and the state of unity among the 



parties, involved in jehad. ' , 
Discussing the present political 
situation and the future of Afghi- 
nistan, Sayyaf said, "We never 
believed in any secret negotiations 
with the Russians or their Marxist 
puppets in Kabul, we consider it as 
treachery against the jehad to have 
any secret parleys with the Com- 
munist. We believe that the future 
of Afghanistan belongs to those 
who fought for its liberation. The 
Afghan problem can't be solved 
through behind-the scene compro- 
mises with the enemies of jehad 
arid Islam. Any compiroini^a with 
the Communists or other enemies 
of Islam, is in direct conflict with 
the fundamental aims atid princip- 
les of jehad." 

Sayyaf added, those who did not 
believe in the ideals and values of 
Islam and jehad have no right to 
govern Afghanistan in the future. 

Sayyaf declared his opposition 
to attempts by the super power and 
the United Nations to impose an 
un-Islamic inflidel coalition or an 
interim neutral government on the 
people of Afghanistan. 

He lashed at the sutler powers 
for trying to prevent the establish- 
ment of a purely Islamic govern- 
ment by the Afghan mujahideen. 
He p\so severely criticised those 
people, among the mujahideen, 
who were time and again engaged 
in unholy secret talks with the 
Marxists and the Russians. 

Sayyaf reminded these elements 
that an Islamic. Afghan solution 
could never come from Moscow, 
Washington, United Nations or 
through talks with Communists.

PESHAWAR— A peace Jirga of 
the Afghan Interim Government 
headed by engineer Ahmad Shah 
succeeded in holding a ceasefire 
between the armed activists of 
Amaarat-i-Islami (Salfis ruling the 
area) and Hizbe Islami (Hek- 
matyar) in Kunar, the only pro- 
vince of Afghanistan controlled by 
Afghan Mujahideen on Saturday 
morning. 

The armed clashes erupted bet- 
ween the two party workers on last 
Saturday resulting in dozens of 
deaths from both the sides and 
spread throughout KUriar pro- 
vince from Asad Abad, the Capital 
of Kunar.

ascertained.

representing various Peshawar- 
based Afghan groups, the AIG 
formed a Conciliatory Committee 
headed by engineer Ahmad Shah^ 
Deputy Leader of the Ittehad-e- 
Islam. The members of Conciliat- 
ory Cortimiitee arrived in Kunar 
on Friday and succeeded in a 
ceasefire till Saturday morning. 

The HIA (Hekmatyar) represen-

However, he sug- 
gested that as a short cut the 
AIG, being popular among a big 
majority of Afghans, should be 
accepted to run the interim 
government after dethroning 
the Najib regime. 

To another question he 
strongly dispelled the rumours 
of his meetmgs with Najib in 
any part of the world. Our visit 
to Iran was at the invitation of 
the Iranian government and we 
held several meetings with the 
higher authorities oflran to dis- 
cuss the Afghan issue.

When asked about a possible 
cut in the aid to Mujahideen 
from Middle East countries ^nd 
US, he said, they Expected 
Kuwait and Saudi Arabia to help 
them as they had extended ttieir 
support to all the Muslim coun- 
tries in times of crisis. As far as 
the US i^ concerned, he >aid, 
Peter I'omsen, US representa- 
tive to Afghanistan, had assured 
no cut in aid. But we could fight 
without any foreign assistance 
as we believe in Allah Almighty, 
who would help us, he added; 

To another question Mr. 
Mujaddedi refuted Pakistan's in- 
terference in Afghan Jehad and 
said it was involved only in the 
distribution of foreign assistance 
among different Mujahideen 
parties. 

Asked about the failure of re- 
cently held elections in Af- 
ghanistan he disclosed that 
elections were postponed be- 
cause there was a number of ob- 
stacles. He hoped that elections

Sayyaf's no to UN

Leader of Ittehad-e-Islami and 
prime minister of AIG, Prof.

Sayyaf said, "the instigators of 
the UN plan and the ceasefire pro- 
posal of Kabul regime, wish to 
create a rift between us and our 
friends."

Senior Foreign Office officials 
have said recently that Pakistani 
and Soviet officials woiild meet 
again to find ways for promotmg a 
political settlement in 
Afghanistan.

It 
was to be headed by Mr. Kozyrev, 
Moscow's ambassadoi^ at large, 
who led the Soviet team that pre- 
pared drafts for the Genevst ac- 
cords on Afghanistan.

TON POST has published the 
report of its correspondent from 
Rabtil iti its Saturday's issue 
Voice of America reported. 

The daily WASHINGTON 
POST writes that the Soviet 
Union vvhich brought Najib in 
power in Afghanistan withdrew 
Its forces from that country. 
The mutineers of last year abor- 
tive coup hit the Presidency 
with a bomb which landed at a 
distance of ten yards from 
NajibuUah. The entire Af- 
ghanistan is almost in the conr 
trol of the Mujahideen and they 
have pledged that thev will for- 
cibly overthrow Najio. But the 
correspondent who has met 
President NajibuUah, says that 
he wants to play a role in the,po- 
litical future of war stricken Af- 
ghanistan. When the Afghan 
leader was asked whether he 
feels himself safe, he replied in 
English that rockets and jet air- 
craft provided to the Kabul re- 
gime by the Soviet Union are 
reflective of his resistance. 

The paper says that more than 
two years have passed to the 
bull-out of the Soviet troops 
from Afghanistan but Najibul- 
lah is still in power. During the 



withdrawal of the Soviet Troops 
the US intelligence agency had 
predicted that NajibuUah w'ould 
be removed from power very 
soon. 

The papfer writes that after 
the end of the cold war, the 
leader of the Kabul regime, 
NajibuUah, is trying to adjust 
himself in the situation and tak- 
ing steps carefully. 

Some Mujahideen organisa- 
tions are stressing that the Af- 
ghan problem be solved miUtar- 
ily. The paper says that some 
diplomats in Kabul are of the 
view that Najib has been very 
much weakened and cannot 
resist against internal resent- 
ment and foreign toressure.

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Afghan warplanes bomb 
strategic bridges in Kunar

PESHAWAR— Afghan warplanes 
bombed three vital bridges in Mii- 
jahideeri-controUed Kunar province 
Monday evening, killing one per- 
son and ii\juring another. 

Mtyahid^en sources in Pe- 
shawar and B^yawar Agency said 
all the three bridges on Kunar liver 
at Sarkano, Asmar and Barlkot 
were intact ais none was hit. They 
said the jet-fighters flying at a high 
altitude missed their targets even 
thought several bombs were 
dropped. 

The one person who got killed 
and the wounded man were near 
the Barikpt brifige when it was 
bombed. JBoth were affiliated to 
Maulana Jamilur Rahman's Kunar-' 
based Jamaatul Dawa Able Hadith. 
The Barikot bridge, which Imks 
Barikot in Kunar with Pakistan's 
Chitral district across the river, was 
rebuilt with American money 
sometime back. 

Like the Barikot bridge, the two 
other bridges at Asmar and 
Sarkano are also very important. 
They in fact serve as a lifeline for 
the Mi\jahideen not only in Kunar 
but also in Nangrahar and Lagh- 
man provinces. 

The Sarkano bridge, also 
known as the Nauabad bridge, is 
the most vital as it links up Kunar's 
capital, Asadabad and rest of the 
province with Bgjawar Agency in 
Pakistan. This route is also the 
shortest and safest for Miyahideen. 

Surprisingly enough, all these 
three bridges have survived the 12- 
year old Afghan war. Both the Mu- 
jahideen and the Afghan 
government have taken turns to 



destroy them but failed to do so. 
The government forces zealously 
defended the bridges from Mu- 
jahideen attacks until the winter of 
1988, when ICunar was still in 
Kabul's control. Since then, the 
Kabul Regime has made some at- 
tempts to destroy the bridges and 
thus disrupt Miyahideen supply 
routes. 

Regime aircraft have bombed 
Kuhar at least four times since the 
April 21st missile attack on Asad- 
abad. which killed more than 300 
Miijanideen arid civilians. Places 
like Narang, ^^urgal pirtd Pattan 
have experienced bombing, forc- 
ing civilians to shift to safer loca- 
tions in Mazar Darra, etc. 

A Miyahideen spokesman, Hay- 
atoUah, claimed here Thursday that 
the' missiles which hit Asadabad 
were an improved version of Scuds 
fire form Mazar-i-Sharif in northern 
Afghanistan. He said shrapnels and 
parts of the missiles had been re- 
covered to prove beyond doubt 
that these were Scuds. 

Meanwhile, traffic between Chi- 
tral and Kunar was disrupted today 
following the following the bomb- 
ing on Barikot bridge. Malang Jan, 
a Chitrali driver from Drosh, told 
"The News" that no vehicle from 
Chitral was being allowed beyond 
Arandu to enter Kunar at Barikot 
since Thursday morning. 

He said there were reports that 
the Barikot bridge had been dam- 
aged in the bombing.

Even 
Washington, the Mujahideen's chief spons«ri^»tiri*ei«fttly accepted 
his keeping power of some form. 

"He is gentle as a lamb," conclude done Western visitor, after a meet- 
ing with Dr. Najibullah. 

Locally, Dr. Najibullah is more commonly likened to an ox, because 
of his imposing size. In 1980, after years as a dynamic student speaker 
at Kabul University, he was named at 33 to head the state secutiry cell, 
called Khad. Links with both the Persian and Pashto-speaking popula- 
tion made him particularly effective, and in May 1986, Moscow picked 
him to succeed hard-drinking Babrak Karmal as national leader.

"If you did not have a Najib in Kabul yoii would have to create a 
Najib," said a senior diplomat "Afghanistan needs a unifying force;" 

Dr Najibullah has been less successful at winning over ordinary 
Afghans. 

A year ago, Kabul residents routinely played down the warcaused 
economic crisis, offering Dr Najibullah time to bring peace. Now they 
regularly assail him. 

Many now talk far less forgivingly of Khad's torture and killing of 
thousands of alleged government enemies. More than 2,000 .political 
detainefes remain in the iPuM-Charki prison. 

An Afghari journalist said that while Dr Najibullah boasts of democ- 
ratic freedoms, he lets only one printing press operate, the govern- 
ment-owned Afghan Publishing House. In April, he said, a critical daily 
was forced to fold when its press rates were doubled. 

Everyone seems afraid of Khad. Asked about Dr Najibullah's 
strengths and weaknesses, a well-known government ally finally 
demurred. "Maybe this is better discussed in a Psiris cafe," he 
explained.

PESHAWAR— Sardar Aziz Nairn, 
son-m-law and nephew of former 
Afghan King Zahir Shah, has refut- 
ed allegations that the ex-monarch 
had established contacts with the 
government of Dr Nsyibullah.

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Afghan consul 
to take Khost back

"We have restored good neigh- 
bourly relations with Iran. Ame- 
rica has lost its interest in Afghani- 
stan, now the only country hampe- 
ring peace efforts is Pakistan. 
Once it (Islamabad) stopped its 
assistance to mujahideen, the Afg- 
hanistan problem will also be sol- 
ved." This was stated by Afghan 
consul in Peshawar, Abdul Qayum 
on Wednesday. 

. Talking to The Frontier Post he 
sharply criticised Pakistan for pro- 
viding military assistance to muja- 
hideen during their assault on 
Khost. Mujahideen, he said, could 
never capture Khost, had Pakistan 
not actively supported them. 

It may be recalled that President 
Najib last March had officially 
conceded that his forces lost con- 
trol over Khost and declared a 
three-day nation-wide mourning. 

He dismissed mujahideen 's 
claims that they had complete con- 
trol over Khost. "If it is so why 
they are not shifting Afghan Inte- 
rim Government (AIG) from Pes- 
hawar to Khost," he asked. In fact 
people in Khost, he said, were still 
offering resistance to the mujahi- 
deen. 

While claiming that a lot of 
mujahideen-controlled areas in 
Hirat, Ghur, Hilmand, Samangan, 
Baghlan and Logar had already 
been re-captured by the Afghan 
government, he vowed that muja- 
hideen would very soon be expel- 
led from Khost. 

"The Pakistan-based mujahi- 
deen groups are now bitterly divi- 
ded and cannot pose a serious mili- 
tary threat to Kabul. It was this 
rivalary of which Afghan army 
took an advantage and smashed

province , the consul observed. 

About ex-king Zahir Shah's 
return Qayum said, that he would 
be welcomed to Kabul like any 
Afghan who wanted to play his 
role in bringing peace to the coun- 
try.

MAY, 18: Former Afghan King 
Mohammad Zahir Shah in a re- 
cent interview said his return to 
Afghanistan depended on the 
win of majority of Afghan 
people. 

In reply to a question about 
the fall ot Khost to the Afghan 
Muiahideen, the former King 
said Khost had been under the 
siege of the Mujahideen like 
other parts of the country since 
long and was captured by the 
Mujahideen with the help of the 
local commanders. Realisation 
by Mujahideen of the impor- 
tance of unity and coordination 
among their ranks led to their 
victory. 

In reply to another question 
whether the Mujahideen groups 
will accept a democratic system 
in Afghanistan, Zahir Shah said 
he befieved that the Afghans will 
choose and support a democrat- 
ic system in the light of princi- 
ples of the holy religion of Islam 
and their national traditions. 

When asked whether the 
main hurdle in his return to Af- 
ghanistan, according to some 
circles was some of the ex- 
tremist organisations including 
Hekmatyar group and Hizbe Is- 
lami, which had a major hand in 
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the capture of Khost, Zahir 
Shah replied Khost Was cap- 
tured by all the Mujahideen 
groups and not by a single one. 
As far as his return to Af- 
ghanistan was concerned it sole- 
ly depended upon the will of the 
Afghan people. 

Interviewer asked when 
Soviets were not opposed to his 
return to Afghanistan why he 
was not returning to his coun- 
try, the former King said, **As 1 
had repeatedly said and reiterate 
th^t I expressed my solidarity 
and unity with the Afghan 
Mujahid masses since the begins 
ning of Jehad in Afghanistan and 
did this without any personal 
motives. I have full confidence 
and faith in Almighty Allah that 
with the consent of the Afghan 
people I will go back to my be- 
loved country". 

Yet to another question that 
when every Afghan tribe was 
fully equipped with sophisticat- 
ed weapons how could peace be 
restored in Afghanistan, th^ 
former King said, "Afghans al-

The question of piling of 
arms in Afghanistan never 
resulted in civil war and t believe 
that it will remain so in future 
too".

ISLAMABAD- The Soviet Union 
supplied 20 modern jet fighters to 
the puppet regime, on May 21. 
Midia's stringer who recently 
returned from Kabul to Peshawar 
reported that the Russians supplied 
these jet fighters to the Communist 
regime according to an agreement 
signed previously. According to the 
report, the Communist regime 
would use the planes for 
bombardment over Mujahideen. 

Midia's stringer added that the 
regime would receive another 20 
jet fightWs from Moscow very 
soon.

PESHAWAR— Afghan Mujahideen 
are claiming to have captured the 
district headquarters of Qaisar in 
Ftob province, which borders the 
Soviet Union in northwestern 
Afghanistan. 

Miyahideen commanders' 
Shura, quoting wireless messages 
received from Eariab, reported that 
Qaisar fell two days ago in fierce 
fighting that left 125 Kabul Regime 
soldiers and militiamen dead and 
150 wounded. 

Miyahideen also claimed to 
have captured 358 soldiers along 
with some tanks, army vehicles, 
120 machine guns, 4000 kalash- 
nikov rifles and a considerable 
quantity of ammunition, etc. Mu- 
jahideen conceded the loss of 28 
persons and ii\iuries to another 62. 



Most Regime personnel were said 
to have fled. 

The battle for Qaisar contiiiued 
for the past few months but it^ de- 
fenders were apparently demor- 
alised sometime back when a 
pro-Kabul militia commander 
Abdul Rauf Saurif fled and his 300 
men were made prisoners by the 
Miyahideen. Qaisar, recaptured by 
the government in 1981, is about 
40 kilometers southwest of 
FMab's capital, Maimana. 

Besides Maimana, the govern- 
ment still controls the Andkhui, 
Shirin Tagab and Daulatabad dis- 
tricts in FUriab. The Miyahideen, 
on the other hand, claun to be in 
control of five districts, namely Lo- 
lash, Belchiragh, Pashtoonkot, 
Durzab and Qaisar. 

K the Mujahideen's claim about 
the fall of Qaisar is true, it is their 



third msyor military victory after 
taking Khost on March 31 and the 
Dash-i-Archi district in Kunduz 
province sometime later. The 
Afghan government too scored sig- 
nificant military gams in Logar 
province in recent days. 

Fbr the first time in many 
months, some action was reported 
from Badakhshan province when 
the Mitiahideen recently claimed to 
have shot down two military heli- 
copters flying into the government- 
held capital city of Fbizabad.

Kabul's fall

President Hizb-i-Islami Afgha- 
nistan, Gulbadin Hekmatyar, has 
said that the mujahideen would set 
up an interim government in Afg- 
hanistan after the fall of Kabul. 

Speaking on the second day of

He said the future of Afghan 
jihad was bright and the final vic- 
tory would be won by the mujahi- 
deen. He accused America and 
other western powers of hatching a 
' conspiracy to sabotage the jihad. 

Dismissing rumours of any split 
among the mujahideen ranks, he 
said that the Khost victory had 
already dismissed much rumours. 
About the Gulf war he said that 
Islamic countries all over the world 
had criticised the occupation of 
Kuwait by Iraq as also the brutality 
of America against the innocent 
peop le of Iraq. He said that Ame- 



rica was already conspiring to 
occupy the Arab territory, for its 
rich oil resources. He added that 
when America, with the help of 
allied forces, started crushing the 
innocent Iraqi pe6ple, the Islamic 
movements and mujahideen had 
strongly opposed the aggression. 
He did not regret the anti- America 
jx)licy of his party. 

He said that the ulema usually 
passed fatwas against those who 
dcLianded help from the non-Mus- 
lims but why, he asked, they did 
not pass any fatwas against the 
rulers of the Arab countries who 
sought the help of Jews and other 
non-Muslims for the protection of 
holy places.

The amir of Hezb-i-Islami, Afg

Regarding the 
death of Soviet POWs in mujahi- 
deen captivity due to protracted 
illness he said that he had heard of 
some of the POWs death but had 
not got complete report. 

Regarding the reported agree- 
ment of Hezb-i-Islami with the 
Soviet Union over Bacha Gul 
Watadar replacing Gen. N^ib for 
the interim period, he said his 
party had not given any proposal in 
this regard as they never talked the 
solution of Afghan problem with 
the Soviet delegations. Such dele- 
gations in the past only discussed 
the release of Russian POWs 
which the party did not accept, he 
added.
